TARIFF     OF    CHARGES      FOR      LICENSED    CAR- 
TERS   IN   THE   CITY   OF   OTTAWA. 

The  tariff  of  charges  for  the  conveying  of 
goods  within  the  City  of  Ottawa  and  within  3 
miles  of  the  City  Limits  by  licensed  express 
wagons  shall  be  as  follows: 

(A}  For  any  distance  not  over  a  mile,  forty 
cents,  for  more  than  one  mile  an  additional  fif- 
teen cents,  for  more  than  one  mile  an  additional 
fifteen  cents  for  each  additional  mile  or  part 
thereof. 

(B\  And  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  each  Quarter 
of  an  hour  such  carter  may  loose  during  his 
engagement,  by  the  fault  of  his  employer,  either 
in  not  having  a  load  ready  for  him  when 
agreed  upon  or  detaining  him  during  the  car- 
riage or  unloading. 

That  the  loading  referred  to  in  this  section 
shall  consist  of  twelve  hundred  pounds,  or  six 
barrels  of  flour,  or  four  barrels  of  pork,  or  a  half 
cord  of  wood.
